Amazing Democratic Trend 


For Dry Law Repeal. 


CHICAGO, June 30.—Leaders of 


the nation's dry 
organizations 


were plainly shocked today by the 
overwhelming vote of the Demo- 
cratic National convention for re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment. 


Although they planned to await 


the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation before making a formal 
statement on their position in the 
campaign, hints of a third party 
movement cropped out in their 
vehement private declarations. 


The dry organizations, repre- 


sented by the board of strategy of 
30 national prohibition organiza- 
tions and the allied forces of pro- 
hibition, came to both the Repub- 
lican and Democratic conventions 
Chicago demanding that the 


^parties declare for enforcement of 
all laws, including the prohibition 
statute. 


SUFFER SET BACKS 


They have suffered defeats at 


the bands of both, conventions— 
and today were comparing the Re- 
publican and Democratic plat- 
forms and awaiting the candidates 
and their personal declarations be- 
fore making their next move 
- Daniel L. Poling of New York, 
chairman of the allied forces for 
prohibition, who conducted a na- 
tion-wide campaign for dry dele- 
gates to the conventions, was 
outspoken, however, in his denun- 
ciation of the Democratic plank. 
Poling said: 
"That is a wringing wet plank 
that will satisfy no dry. moderate 
or liberal and wilt I think, so 
divide the strength of tne Demo- 
cratic party as to make its suc- 
cess impossible.

not become hysterical. Often the 
object can be easily grasped with 
the fingers. It is always best to 
call a physician. If it is in the 
throat, the doctor may grasp it 
with a long pair of forceps. If it 
has been inhaled into the wind- 
pipe, it will be necessary'to use a 
bronchoscope.

U*e Plane* to Take Pros- 


pectors Into Field. 


Calgary.—A radium "rusli"—nnd 


by airplane, too—is on hi northern 
Canada. It Is something ue\v In 
mining adventure. The old-time gold 
"rush" has passed into history for 
the time beinjr, at least. Discovery 
of §10,000,000 worth of radium has 
produced a novelty in mine pros- 
pecting. 


But there Is a pold "rush" also 


on In British Columbia, hundreds 
of men going out into the gold dis- 
tricts. It has been predicted that 
10.000 will go out from Vancouver 
alone. 


Two hundred grams of the pre- 


cious radium—quoted now at S50,- 
000 a gram—are already in prospect 
at Great Bear lake, judgins from 
calculations made during prelim- 
inary surveys, according to Dn A. 
B. Cameron, professor of mining at 
TTnhersity of Alberta. This is one- 
third of that already produced In 
the whole world. 


Corraled by Syndicate. 


Syndicating operations have cor- 


raled all the territory in which the 
pitch-blende is supposed to lie—as 
they have the known goidfields—so 
that a "ru^li" of prospectors gener- 
ally would not net them anything. 
However, there has been just as 
much picturesque activity amone a 
smaller number of persons in the 
Far North to obtain the precious 
ore. 


There is a possibility, in view of 


the extreme importance of radium 
to the world, that the government 
may take over the deposits. 
But 


just now the chief problem is how 
to get it out—there being no rail- 
way and the trail being too long 
and hard for carriage otherwise 
than by airplane. And the capacity 
of airplanes to carry heavy ore,? is 
very limited. 


The deposits are at La Bine 


Point, Great Bear lake. Hugh A. 
Spence. mineral technologist of the 
Dominion department of mines at 
Ottawa, has examined the deposits 
and pronounced them very valuable. 
Discovery was made in the spring 
of 1930 by Gilbert La Bine and con- 
siderable work has been done in 
opening.
